There are Catholic teachers today, using some extent their 
given textbooks engaged building English curriculum 
their own, who believe that the Catholic mind can formed 
intelligent, resourceful teaching our Catholic literary inherit- 
ance about which speak much but little possess 
impart. They believe that literature portrayal life, then, 
other things being equal, the most significant literature will por- 
tray the most significant life life grace.

guage conscious than ever her his- 
tory, many teachers are now being asked 
whether advisable teach student 
two languages. speech clinics, this ques- 
tion, constantly put teachers; often indi- 
cates that speech problem exists many 
homes. The clinician will hear remarks like 
this, child speak Polish? Grand- 
mother attempting teach Polish 
Mary, but all speak American. tell 
Grandma are Americans, not Polish.” 
may also hear this thought expressed, 
“Pa speaks German, but have taught all 
the children that German not their 
language. Now John taking German 
high school spite wishes. Isn’t that 
laugh?” 

Teachers have not only listened people 
condemn the use two languages, but 
they have heard parents defend the practice 
learning two languages the home. 
They are not even surprised when some 
parent justifies the use broken English, 
condition often consequence speaking 
foreign tongue while attempting learn 
the English language. Some teachers 
doubt remember some parent with very 
broad foreign accent, punctuated with dis 
dat, maintain that his speech was good 
American when compared the teacher’s 
English brogue. Many teachers have heard 
the thought formulated, “In our home, 
read and speak German because believe 
that German culture great value 
and should all Americans.” Another 
statement, rather commonly heard, comes 
from ambitious parent. The teacher will 
recall some such comment as, “Spanish 
the coming tongue. are training Jimmy 
speak Spanish home that the lan- 
guage will easier for him high school.” 


The Problem 


order comprehend the speech prob- 
lem that has arisen from bilingualism, two 
general propositions might formulated: 
(1) Shall child learn foreign tongue 
his home? (2) Shall learn foreign 
tongue school? When these questions are 
answered, there are certain probable conse- 
quences bilingualism that also should 
considered. Parents are anxious know 
whether child learning speak foreign 
tongue must necessity fall into the habit 
speaking broken English. They are also 
very much interested finding out whether 
their child, for that matter anybody, 
can learn foreign tongue without being

most important consideration, judging 
from articles that are appearing educa- 
tional magazines, and even those 
general circulation, must this: Shall 
person acquire some foreign tongue for 
writing, for speaking, for both? All these 
questions that have been presented can 
answered only when certain facts regarding 
the nature and kinds language, and, 
particular, when facts concerning the 
norm good speech’ have been discussed. 


The Nature Language 


When one observes person using lan- 
guage, realizes that making known 
his states consciousness well ex- 
pressing his thoughts and emotions. 
notes that the person using audible and 
visible signs. These sensible phenomena 
suggest him that within the person oc- 
curing some operation. other words, 
notices person speaking that there are 
outward facts that are signifying, and 
reasons that there must some inner facts 
that are signified. Persons, then, who wish 
use language must aware rela- 
tionship that exists between the signified 
and its sign. thoughts and feelings are 
shared, both speaker and listener 
must understand the symbols and the signs 
language, and share meaning with one 
another using the known symbols 
some tongue. 


Purpose Second Language 


When child learns read speak, 
whether his own tongue the 
language some foreign country, must 
learn symbols. learning his own tongue, 
acquires the signs and symbols (a) 
bodily language, written language, and 
(c) oral language. learning foreign 
tongue, obviously, the child’s first problem 
whether learn the written symbols 
language, its oral symbols, both.

That the Sisters accepted the challenge 
was evident when teachers and principals 
seven different teaching communities en- 
rolled.

The analysis these questionnaires revealed 
that all desired help unit teaching, al- 
though many were teaching units. Practically 
all wanted help with the present units. About 
half were not thoroughly familiar with the 
“frame reference.” 

The resources the first floor the col- 
lege library, two classrooms, conference 
room, and the downstairs cafeteria were re- 
served for the workshop group. extensive 
bibliography content, method, and Cath- 
olic educational philosophy books 
odicals was made available each Sister. 
Each week the schedule for the following 
week was posted leaving some opportunity for 
group work and planning. 


Attacking the Problems 


The director was assisted assistant 
director and members the staff teaching 
allied history, literature, art, visual 
aids, and classroom measurements. Outside 
speakers were made available the group 
and special attention was given requests 
from the teachers themselves. Each week 
the director and assistant director met 
special session review the work the 
various groups and plan subsequent work- 
shop sessions. Likewise, each week the as- 
sistant director visited classrooms teachers 
enrolled, conferred with group chairman, and 
endeavored maintain enough flexibility 
that individual well group needs were 
met. While systematic lectures are not or- 
dinarily part workshops, was necessary 
follow somewhat this practice the 
fall quarter that all might familiarize them- 
selves with good practice unit organization 
and teaching. 

Sharing the work resulted variety 
contributions from members the group. 
Books were brought in, outlines other units 
exchanged, results planning periods dis- 
cussed, drawings exhibited, and class booklets 
and diaries distributed. one period art 
teacher, member the sixth-grade group, 
demonstrated the planning and executing 
frieze working out with the fourth- 
grade group teachers. Each group met 
some time with the teacher children’s 
literature review and discuss related litera- 
ture books the fiction and nonfiction type. 
Out these meetings teachers the dif- 
ferent grades became acquainted with wide 
variety children’s books and with criteria 
for evaluating them. 
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two-hour demonstration and lecture 
visual aids was enjoyable well 
beneficial session. The lecture music 
correlated with the social studies presented 
Miss Heck, supervisor music the 
public schools St. Paul, suggested many 
possibilities for enrichment, while the lectures 
“Law and Democracy,” “The Church and 
Slavery,” “Catholic Attitude Toward Social 
Legislation,” “Growth Democracy,” and 
“Influence Geography Minnesota His- 
tory” increased our understanding the in- 
fluence religion and geography history. 


Group Discussion 


Not less challenging were the workshop 
sessions group discussions. Occasionally 
deadlocks occurred and resource people were 
called assist. different phases the 
unit were ready for final organization, the 
chairman and few assisting members spent 
whole days outside the regular session 
preparing the material for group discus- 
sion. was not easy select problems 
and suitable study activities that would bring 
about the desired cumulative effect and de- 
velop the understandings and attitudes out- 
lined the unit objectives. Textbooks often 
proved inadequate. This was particularly true 
material for the seventh-grade unit where 
revision followed revision before the unit was 
finally accepted. 

While the groups themselves recognized in- 
adequacies group discussion the in- 
dividual participant’s accepting her share 
responsibility, yet, the director and his 
assistant was the growth evident leader- 
ship and group methods that made the 
enterprise worth while. Groups had been 
left free select the means, but they had 
been held quite rigidly accomplishing the 
end, carefully organized unit that held the 
theme the grade and that emphasized 
Christian principles. this way con- 
tinuous evaluation was progress. Each 
session the questions recurred: 
hold the unit problem? Has the theme 
been kept mind? What objectives are being 
developed? the closing session each mem- 
ber was given mimeographed copy the 
unit which she had shared organizing. 
The director evaluated the finished units and 
expressed his appreciation the fine pro- 
manifested and the worth- 
while changes had noticed the work 
progressed. 

However, was desired that the partici- 
pants themselves accept the responsibility 
evaluating their work. Much emphasis had 
been placed during the workshop sessions upon 
the importance going back the ob- 
jectives any final evaluation the finished 
product. Consequently, series questions 
based upon the objectives the workshop 
were prepared and distributed the group 
the beginning the last session. Because 
extra activities schools, only the 
who completed the workshop were present, 
but this number was sufficient get over- 
all view what the individual members 
thought had been accomplished. 
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Evaluating Accomplishments 


answer the question of, “What are 
the major difficulties, uncertainties, ques- 
tions which occur you you think 
going forward?” the chief difficulty mentioned 
was the element time both teaching and 
preparing units, and for reading. Other dif- 
ficulties mentioned were concern for teachers 
who had not followed the workshop and who 
would have difficulty utilizing material.

How 
get unit started and how have pupils 
plan with the teachers was mentioned 
eight nine. Other items mentioned were: 
inability children work independently; 
the need for help for slower children. 

the question, you want 
forward and what you anticipate 
will the chief obstacles?” all but two 
wanted forward.

special committee, including the general 
planning committee and representatives from 
the administrative body and teaching person- 
nel, proceeded the selection the work- 
shop staff individuals whose knowledge, ex- 
perience, and leadership qualified them 
work with variety study groups differing 
personnel and purpose. 

During the months preceding the formal 
opening the workshop, the staff came to- 
gether for informal orientation. these con- 
ferences discussion centered general work- 
shop policy, areas interest indicated 
prospective participants, the growth needs 
youth, and the importance common 
purpose and co-ordinated endeavor.

Much could 
written about the Workman’s Compensation 
Act effects the hearing handicapped, but 
space permits only mention the fact that 
the Act itself does not prevent employers 
from taking hard hearing workers. Only 
mistaken interpretation the Act does that. 


Work and Mental Health 


All young people, with special emphasis 
the physically imperfect, should taught 
the great value interesting work.

evident that all the foregoing recom- 
mendations aimed bring about improve- 
ment the teaching mathematics 
establishing closer relationships 
mathematical subjects, between mathematics 
and other school subjects, and between mathe- 
matics and everyday life experiences. Interest 
the problem was greatly stimulated 
Moore’s address when frankly recom- 
mended the breaking down the traditional 
organization compartments” 
which arithmetic taught one compart- 
ment, algebra another, geometry another, 
and trigonometry another. owe Pro- 
fessor Moore our gratitude for arousing the 
activity. 

With such explosive setoff the turn.of 
the century, might well expect observe 
that the first quarter the twentieth century 
expressed more and more frequently the 
years progressed. Intense criticism health- 
ful thing, for brings light the best that 
can produced. True this natural reaction, 
number forces began work for the 
improvement mathematical instruction 
the high school. Not the least among these 
was the Report, 1920, the Commission 
the Reorganization Secondary Education 
Appointed the National Education Asso- 
ciation entitled Problem Mathematics 
Secondary Education.” provided chal- 
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lenge and warning for mathematics teachers 
reorganize their subject. 


Recommendations 


The answer the challenge appeared 
1923 the form Report the National 
Committee Mathematical Requirements, 
under the title “The Reorganization 
Mathematics 
Strange may seem, recommended the 
following additions for the course secondary 
mathematics: 

Numerical trigonometry for Grades 
including: (a) definitions sine, cosine, and 
tangent; their elementary properties 
functions; (c) their use solving problems 
right triangles; (d) the use tables these 
functions (to three four places). 

While the following two suggestions for ad- 
dition have bearing upon the question 
under discussion, mention them just 
emphasize the nature the trends influencing 
the teaching mathematics the secondary 
level. 

Elementary statistics for Grades 10-12. 

Elementary caléulus for the twelfth grade 
including: the general notion deriva- 
tive limit; (b) applications derivatives 
easy problems rates and maxima and 
minima; (c) simple cases inverse problems, 
e.g., finding distance from velocity, etc.; (d) 
approximate methods summation leading 
summation; (e) applications simple cases 
motion, area, volume, and pressure. 

The very slow pace which these suggested 
reforms the teaching mathematics moved 
onward through the next twenty years gives 
strong support the fact that teachers are, 
general, extremely conservative. even 
greater degree this true the College En- 
trance Examination Board.

Beta Those who intend fulfill least 
the minimum college requirements mathe- 
matics natural science. 

Those who look forward more 
advanced undergraduate work mathematics 
and science.

going the world about us. need 
understandings, appreciations, and insights 
well computational skills. What, then, 
are the concepts and skills mathematics 
most needed for effective and intelligent liv- 
ing? The Commission Postwar Plans the 
National Council Teachers Mathematics 
answers the question providing check list 
essentials for functional competence. 
the proposed questions, the following are 
pertinent this discussion: 

“Is skillful the use tables (in- 
cluding simple interpolation) for example, 
trigonometric functions?” 

24. “Can he, means scale drawing, 
develop the meaning tangent, sine, and 
cosine, and can use three four-place 
table these ratios solve right triangle?” 

25. “Can solve simple verbal problems 
(in arithmetic, algebra, geometry, and trig- 
onometry) 

Under Thesis 13, “In most schools first-year 
algebra should evaluated terms good 
note long and impressive list 
desirable trends the teaching ninth- 
year algebra. Attention here called the 
fact that “today good teachers algebra in- 
troduce unit from four six weeks’ 
duration the trigonometry the right 
triangle.” 

section IV, Mathematics Grades Ten 
Twelve, find that, over and above trig- 
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onometry, the Commission would have in- 
clude the elements statistics, analytic 
geometry, and the calculus. would have 
realize that although attempt made 
correlate the traditional sequential courses, 
they are, general, taught separately. The 
only explanation this situation the very 
fact that the sequential courses are the oldest 
mathematics courses the high school; simply 
because they hold that position, difficult 
change them. The Report continues, “How- 
ever, there great opportunity for improve- 
ment. Again might well follow the 
example the industrialists and forward 
with improved materials and more efficient 
methods.” 

The concluding paragraph Thesis 17, 
“The work each year should organized 
into few large units built around key con- 
cepts and fundamental principles,” strikes 
home the fact that planning year’s work 
terms large units built around key con- 
cepts and fundamental principles one can help 
provide solution the problem in- 
tegration. read the final statement con- 
cerning this thesis, “It obvious that natural 
interrelations between algebra, geometry, and 
trigonometry should emphasized.” 

Directly are led Thesis 18, “Simple 
and sensible applications many fields must 
appear much more frequently the sequential 
courses than they have the past.” What 
golden opportunity offered this respect 
with just fundamental knowledge the 
trigonometry the right triangle! 

The brief consideration the “Second Re- 
port the Commission Postwar Plans” 
the light unit numerical trigonometry 
grades 10, and 11, brings date the 
historical development one the most sig- 
nificant changes the past twenty years 
the teaching high school mathematics. 
evident that the recommendations made since 
the turn the century can carried out 
only waste eliminated wherever possible, 
obsolete material omitted, and all the 
instructional materials are organized the 
most effective way. The organization well 
the method presentation should 
changed adapt the ability the pupil

Correlation not only creates appreciation 
the power mathematics, but definitely 
increases mathematical power. Knowledge 
gained abstract subject easy recall 
when made concrete.

Power attained when the learner under- 
stands the relationships involved well enough 
apply them new and varied situations. 
knowledge the fundamental ideas 
numerical trigonometry helps set the stage 
for necessary, helpful, and dare say, 
intriguing scene that much practice 
the arithmetical processes. Computation, es- 
pecially with decimal fractions, now comes 
have purpose. trigonometry, the pupil 
needs measure accurately the tenth 
equation. needs extract the square 
root arithmetic numbers, check his re- 
sults, express ratio common fraction 
and substitute this number formula.

Trigonometry and Algebra 

algebra and has relatively little relation 
theoretical geometry, there are several very 
fine objectives that can realized from 
introduction trigonometry Grade The 
most jmportant topics algebra are the 
formula, the equation, graphs, directed num- 
bers, and How can the section 
teaching these topics? There probably 
better place all algebra give meaning 
equation than the solution the 
very real problems that one solves trigo- 
nometry. good place which treat 
proportion equation and motivate 
fractional equations. Thus equation 
which the unknown occurs the denominator,

very remote from the experience children 
when taught the traditional manner 
algebra, whereas the unit trigonometry can 
make this equation carry real meaning. Trigo- 
nometry can used emphasize the function 
concept. Unless the study formulas 
there other spot algebra where the 
notion dependence can clearly il- 
lustrated. Even the slow-learning pupil will 
see that angle right triangle changes, 
the ratio between the side opposite and the 
side adjacent changes.

Moore’s presidential address 1902 was that

Finally, study the fundamental prin- 
ciples trigonometry motivates interest for 
future courses mathematics. Every teacher 
ought salesman his subject. Here, 
then, our opportunity. Trigonometry the 
most attractive course elementary college 
mathematics. The use its simple concepts 
would not only aid the pupil the study 
algebra and geometry, but would also impress 
upon him the fact that the most interesting 
mathematics courses are still ahead him. 
must open mathematics, so-to speak, 
give each child chance see what 
the subject means, what his likes and dislikes 
are, and which direction his future interests 
lie. must teach not much mathematics, 
but more about mathematics. 

There are, indeed, new horizons through 
integrated mathematics that can discovered 
and developed the ambitious teacher who 
thinking the needs his pupils. One 
these possibilities can realized intro- 
ducing numerical trigonometry Grades 
10, and 11. Most assuredly, such program 


demands extra time and added preparation 


for the teacher. But, this extra work should 
bring greater results and better equipment for 
the young Americans who come for the 
principles that will enable them live better 
and fuller lives.

Acoustical Treatment For Schools 


Brother Eugene Streckfus, 


CHOOL authorities should not purchase 
devices that confuse the teachers and 
students alike and that tend create 
worse situation than those which they are 
intended correct. Buying gadgets, without 
the proper evaluation all factors, con- 
tributes school confusion. The administra- 
tion should enable assist the teacher 
teach maximum efficiency. 


Plan for Service Facilities 


The present tendency increase the use 
teaching tools and techniques should 
encouraged sanely. not advisable em- 
ploy these tools extras supplemental 
devices but cocurricular tools, i.e., regular 
teaching devices integrated with the educa- 
tional program. order eliminate confu- 
sion, fuss, bother, favorable conditions 
must established for their use the school 
building. 

Provisions must made when the new 
building the blueprint stage, better, 
before the architect draws his specifica- 
tions. acoustical treatment classroom 
ceilings desirable for the teaching periods, 
absolutely essential the audio-visual 
room rooms used for this purpose. 
conditions established are 
necessary for the audio-visual equipment, 
surely advisable and doubly necessary 
treat classroom acoustically conserve the 
teachers’ voices and nerves and general well- 
being. teacher surely more deserving than 
loud-speaker! 

The following recommendations can render 
audio-visual aids effective and powerful teach- 
ing tools for the classroom and for general 
educational program for the entire student 
body. Even the recommendations cannot 
followed when the building erected, pro- 
visions should made for future installation 


these utilities. Educational tools will never. 


supplant the teacher; they are and must re- 
main only valuable aids. the hands 
competent teacher, they are most efficient 
and they tend increase the usefulness 
the poorer teacher. would difficult 
attain the proficiency the army and other 
armed forces this field because the under- 
lying motive different and weaker. 


all cases where these audio-visual aids 


are extensively employed, elementary 
secondary school, the proper controls and 
guidance must present. Unless these ma- 
terials are co-ordinated with the programs and 
the courses the school they may become

large school, either elementary sec- 
ondary, there should central storage space 
for audio-visual aids.

When planning auditorium gym- 
nasium-auditorium unit for school, let 
take into consideration some the general 
laws acoustics Architects and contractors 
should familiar with them but always 
best check just sure. 


Size the Unit 


The cubic-foot content per seat determines 
the reverberation characteristics audi- 
torium. the volume per seat too large 
the time reverberation may too large. 
With small volume ratio per seat short 
time reverberation usually results. the 
latter case, very little acoustical treatment 
necessary. The cubical content feet should 
not exceed 150 cubic feet per seat. The ratio 
content below this figure will determine 
what extent primary acoustical treatment 
may eliminated, such upholstered seats 
and aisle carpeting. slight reduction 
volume per seat frequently results more 
economical and satisfactory sound system. 


Form the Unit 

The best distribution sound energy re- 
sults from the ratio width length 
result multiplicity sound wave reflec- 
tions between the side walls, especially they 
are constructed hard, unbroken surfaces. 
the ratio approaches square, dead spots 
begin appear and the reflections rever- 
berations from the rear wall, especially 
the unit level floor type, will annoying. 
such instances, the rear wall must broken 
contour. Nonparallel walls and irregularity 
surfaces favorably affect the control 
sound. excessive ceiling height combined 
with large cubical volume per seat frequently 
contributes annoying long-time reverberation. 
low celing frequently gives tubular effect 
the building design and the sound 
well, causing rapid diminution sound 
intensity from front rear. Architectural 
tables will establish the fact that, the basis 
the ratio for the floor plan, the 
height should not greater than one half 
the dimension the width. For the ratio 
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the ceiling height should not 
greater than two thirds the width. 


Surface Shape the Unit 

the sound waves strike irregular sy. 
face the power and magnitude the 
wave will diminished. classroom 
corridor the reduction sound different 
problem than that sound reduction 
auditorium where the sound comes from 
single source. Some absorption sound 
needed dampen the reverberations 
classroom corridor and thus obtain 
“quiet” area. 


Acoustical Materials 

Practically, all acoustical materials are 
porous; some with large interconnected pores, 
others with pores, slots, holes not connected 
behind the surface. Entering sound waves are 
thus trapped get lost 
vibrating surface also uses sound waves 
mechanical energy. Inelastic yielding 
faces curtains, hair, felt, and other soft 
materials, function much diaphragm 
action. 

The ceiling room the most practical 
place for using these soft acoustical materials 
they are easily damaged scuffed. The use 
acoustical materials for the side walls comes 
into use when the ceiling treatment fails 
solve the problem. general, the perforated 
slotted type acoustical materials best 
for general school use because the ease 
maintenance and painting which need not 
reduce light refraction below per cent 
from the ceiling. this type material 
carefully painted with spray gun 
painted skillfully with brush, very 
damage done its efficiency. 

There are many factors considered 
before selecting acoustical materials for 
use. The most important are: 

Coefficient noise reduction 

Appearance and fire resistance 

Cost, method attachment, light 
flection 

Thermal and moisture resistance 

Adaptability for use with lighting system 

Resistance impact, wearing ability, 
insectproof, etc. 

Ease and effect cleaning and 
rating; weight and thickness

“the percentage part the sound wave 
energy that absorbed each reflection.” 
the exact method mounting given 
each test, this particular method mounting 
must employed valid results are expected 
the user. rule acoustical plaster 
costly justify its use schools. 
methods applying acoustical plaster 
often debated and the method applying 
not too standardized. The noise reduction 
efficient (N.R.C.) for acoustical materials used 
schools should between .60 and .70

Reading and Arithmetic Primary Grades

The question whether reading arithmetic 
should introduced first the primary grades 
was discussed Dr. Foran before the Elementary 
School Department. 

“The issues are complicated some very 
muddled thinking and distorted notions regarding 
the essential nature the reactions produced and 
the factors governing such learning,” Dr. Foran 
stated. 

Regarding reading, Dr. Foran asserted that 
some readiness programs have lost their original 
purpose preparing children read well and 
have become ends themselves. There has not 
been any clear and defensible definition read- 
ing, nor has there been adequate psychological 
concept the learning entails. 

“The substitution interest for effect, sound 
for meaning, and for learning has 
severely handicapped the improvement reading 
and has fact altered the task that numerous 
expedients have been adopted overcome the 
difficulties.”

The answer, 
course, that there are many. However, there are 
two which are basic and give the teacher some 
orientation child problems.

Mental Health: The Teachers’ Part Therapy 


Discussed Dr. Frederick Rosenheim 


The teacher’s part therapy was discussed 
Dr. Frederick Rosenheim, co-director the Judge 
Baker Guidance Center, Boston, before session 
the Elementary School Department, the 
N.C.E.A., its 44th annual meeting.

level. not solely question gaining insight, 
the child’s being able understand all the 
things that happened him and how and why 
tunately the current notions mistakenly overem- 


phasize insight. child doesn’t have becom

Dr. Rosenheim emphasized that the “more the 
teacher thinks therapy always forml 
process, involving history, examinations, 
ering mechanisms, and gaining insight, the mor 
she may ‘inclined think she has role 
therapy whatsoever.” also stressed that for 
teacher fill important function, therapy, 
must have healthy personality and willing 
share it, but she wishes her relationship 
pupil only mechanical one, she 
any possible therapeutic benefit.

the Community 


But gather all the data that pertinent and 
understand fully and correctly this educational 
principle the graduate level, those concerned 
with graduate education must take into account 
the responsibility the graduate school the 
community. 

The term community understood first the 
sense the community Catholic collegiate 
institutions, especially those given region. 
President Hancher has pointed out that state 
university means its graduate study and 
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research has the responsibility provide leader- 
ship for the state institutions within its area. Our 
universities, through their graduate schools, should 
provide this leadership for Catholic institutions. 
this responsibility were thoroughly understood 
and resolutely acted upon, Catholic educatien 
would greatly strengthened America. 

One our weaknesses due kind edu- 
cational isolationism institutional individual- 
ism. Our graduate schools, however, can become 
gravitational centers for more unified system. 
Our universities owe the cause Catholic 
education understand the problems the 
Catholic colleges their regions, offer them 
exceptional leadership. And their part the 
colleges should willing guided re- 
sponsible and adequate leaders. 

the second place, community can under- 
stood referred the community non-Cath- 
olic educators and intellectuals. Here graduate 
schools have responsibility, for, one way 
another, they must bear large share carrying 
forward the Catholic apostolate the intellect. 
Each knows how desperately the world 
needs the principles Christ. there 
world planning for people human persons, 
correct principles are underlie our social and 
economic future, education progress 
toward important goals and not stumble forward 
toward mirages, there imperative need for 
Christain principles understood and received. 

Now this reception and understanding ordinar- 
ily proceeds from the top down. Non-Catholic 
scholars and intellectual leaders are often willing 
learn from, least listen to, the right 
people, from other scholars, from other intellec- 
tual leaders. the privilege and duty Cath- 
olics, and more particularly and concretely 
graduate schools, see that Catholic scholars are 
prepared meet the non-Catholic scholar his 
own level his own field. Non-Catholics must 
able see that Catholics practice and not just 
theory accord reason its high place 
instrument truth. They must made realize 
our scholarship that Catholic schools are some- 
thing more than centers ind: ctrination. 

Since our resources are limited, the actual 
carrying out this responsibility the com- 
munity scholars the nation faced with 
serious difficulties. Here the general Catholic 
laity, the hierarchy, and religious superiors must 
assist graduate schools shoulder this respon- 
sibility. They must come see the importance 
the graduate school more and more clearly, and 
seeing they must do. 

And their part our graduate schools must 
strive for excellence everything they undertake. 
Catholic aspects history, letters, and philos- 
ophy our schools could rightly expected 
authoritative. social sciences Catholic scholars 
must make evident that they have gathered the 
factual data well they have mastered the 
general principles. the more exact sciences they 
should show their research that they are able 
the hard and prolonged digging that re- 
quired. Where are not excellent must 
show very plainly that are not satisfied that 
minimum. 

There finally third community, the whole 
people particular region. graduate school 
isolates itself from that community because 
kind academic timidity academic vanity, 
likewise fails meet its full responsibility.

Graduate students 
longer turn completely the classroom 
after receiving their advanced degree. They are 
found federal offices, municipal and state 
organizations, engaged research sponsored 
industry. over-all view shows that the years 
just before the war more than one fourth those 
receiving higher degrees did not join the teaching 
profession.
